Dies at Hospital 


The hois* attracted many residents of 


the neighbor lood, who rushed out to find 
Miss Deaner hysterical and CopHn In a 
dying: condition. 
A telephone message was sent to Dr. 
J. A. Mclntoih. He Immediately sent an 
ambulance and had Coplin removed to the 
Roosevelt Hospital. Here he worked in 
company with Dr. J. A. Snook until 5 
o'clock this morning In a desperate effort 
to save the injured man's life. 


Coplin wan only conacious for a few 


minutes after reaching the hospital and 
during the lucid Interval

tendants that the shooting was an ace!

time. I will not take the time of my 
pupils to talk about Mr. Coplin." 


WIFE SECURED 


DIVORCE FROM 


A. DODGE COPUN 


On October 14, 1901, Sarah Luella Cop- 


Hn was granted a divorce decree from 
Albert Dodge Coplin upon the ground of 
extreme cruelty- in the Superior Court of 
AIam«da County. She was awarded the 
custody of her two children—Lawrence 
Wagor Coplin, 3 years of age. and Marian 
Ethel Coplin. 2 years of age. Judgment 
was entered by default, as Coplin did not 
contest the suit, which whs filed Sep- 
tember 18. 1901. She was 
represented 
by Ben -Woolner and Judge Gibson, at- 
torneys. On October S, 1901, sfie appeared 
before Court Commissioner George Bab- 


In Mrs. Coplln's complaint, she charged 
Coplin with cruelty to dumb animals ana 
being sarcastic to her children as well as 
doing everything In his power to Injure 
her feelings anf those of the little ones. 
Unkind, She Testified 


In her suit 
she related 
an Incident 
wherein Coplin threw a glass of water at 
her. 
She further teBtlfled In her com- 
plaint that he was unkind and insolent 
to her In the presence of friends and rela- 
tives. 
Coplin also scoffed 
at her en- 
deavors to impart the. rules of Christianity 
to the children, she said. 
Mrs. 
Coplin charged that ^her husband 
was untruthful and told lies in the pres- 
ence of the children and that he was 
quarrelsome, nagging constantly, and sel- 
dom spoke a cheerful word and mis- 
treated her. 
He did not care for his 


children, she alleged. 
Her Other Witnesses. 


The Rev. Stephen B. -Wood, a minister 
of the Congregational Church, 
testified 
at the time of the divorce in favor of 
Mrs. Coplin and said that he remembered 
that CopHn would not deliver telephonic 
messages and was unkind to the children. 
Miss Nellie V. Phllbrick testified that 
Coplin spoke unkindly to Mrs. 
Coplin 
and the children. Mrs. Coplin declared 
that he was unfit to care for the children 
as they didn't love him and he did not 
love them.

Mr. and Mrs. Coplin were married In 
this city June. 27, 1895, and two children 
were bom to them. Up to a few months 
prior to their divorce 
they 
lived 
on 
Twenty-fourth street. Mrs. Coplin is now 
living at 1J90 Telegraph acenue with her 
children.

"I see nothing unreasonable in the de- 


mand," said Supervisor Bridge. "I move 
the matter be referred to the district 
attorney. It is proper that a crematory 
should be located no place save a ceme- 
tery. I move the district attorney be in- 
structed to prepare the necessary ordi- 
nance."
